At the recent plebiscite 
the inhabitants voted strongly for 
re-union with Denmark, and the 
establishment of Danish authority 
was marked by demonstrations of 
enthusiasm all through the pro- 
vince. In that quarter at least 
the Allies are making friends, and 
not sowing the seeds of future 
animosity. Denmark should be on 
their side in future, should it be- 
come necessary to take sides again.

YOUR WILD FLOWER 
OOLLEOTIONS. 


Members of the Aladdin Club who 
have “stepped up’” into the Nature 
League who may wish to make a col- 
lection of wild flowers, and those who 
intend ‘to enter the ‘wild flower and 
weed competition, were asked to be 
on the watch for directions as to 
collecting, pressing end mounting the, 
specimens. This wit ‘be the first: 
leason. 

Firat of all be careful in the se- 
lection of the specimens. Plante are 


tn ‘best condition on the merning of,! 


@ dry day, Avobd ‘any that are not 
well shaped, or have heen eaten by 
{insects or birds. Choose a medium- 
sized plant, and when ft is impossible 
to take the whole plant try to get 
leaves, flower, and a portion of the 
root. Thick stemmed and 
swollen roots may be cut In two be- 
fore being pressed. 
Pressing. 

You can make a simple press from 
two pieces of mrong cardboard—wall 
board is oeet if you can get *—12 by 
18 inches, “Put the two pieces to- 
gether, and with an augur bore two 
rows of holes 3-4 of an inch in di- 
ameter, at an even distance from each 
other and from the margin, These 
holes ‘will let the moisture escape 
more readily, and the plants wilj dry 
better. 

For drying “papers, ordinary white 
blotwng paper is fine, if you have it, 
hut newspapers will do, cut to the 

e of the cardboard, and with white 
taads paper place next the plants. 
lt Is of advantage to have tissue pa- 
per next the flowers, as you can see 
through it if any par has become 
disarranged, and also the specimen 
may foe lifted without disturbance 
when you change the drying papers. 

To save time the press should be 
filled before you start work, with the 
alternate layers of tissue paper and | 
drying paper, first one sheet of dry- 
ing paper then two sheets of tisssue | 
paper, and so on. 

When puting the specimeng in the 
prees. spread out the leaves and flow- 
ers in as natural a manner as poss- 
fble. Do not double or fold the 
leaves. If you can show the under- 
side of one or ¢wo leaves and Clowers 
s0 much the better, Make a note of 
the name of the plant, if you know 
tt, aleo the day, month and year of 
eolleating. These notes should be 
kept and put with the specimen when 
it is mounted, as they add greatly to 
the value of cage ray 


When you have finished arranging 
the specimens in the press, strap the 
car@boards tightly together with a 
ehaw! strap ,and hang the press in 


the sun, It is best to car © the preag 
with you when you, collecting 
plants ‘for the wollect: and (put 
the specimens in the ‘pr: 3 goon as 


you find them, #0 they will not be 
wilted.

SYSTEM OF FARMING SHOULD 


BE REGULATED LARGELY BY 
THE CLIMATIC CONDITIONS 


Xnee Hill Valley Farmer Finds That on High and Well Drained Land 
the Rotation Should Be Made Up of Annuals—Hay Crop 
Bhould be Seeded on Low-Lying Land 


J. H. M. Aitkin, of Knee Hill Val- 
ley, 1s one of the many hundreds of 
farmers who Game to Alberta in the 
early days when prticéa were low, 
when markets were fow, and competi- 
tion small; and who by dint of hard 
labor and proper management, not 
only built up a home for himself, 
but built up & fairly good herd of 
live stock as Well. When Mr. Aitkin 
came to Alberta in 1901 it dia not 
take him long to realize the wonder- 
ful possibilities that existed in central 
Alberta in the live stook business, and 
consequently he directed his atten- 
tions toward this line of agriculture. 


Everything was favorable to ranching. | 


Feed could be secured in abundance 
with very little effort, and etock could 
be raised cheaply. The only Mmiting 
element in the cattle business was the 
Tack of competition in the cattle mar- 
kets. Mr. Aitkin remembers the time 
wher he sold high class steers that 
would bring a premium on the market 
now, for the comparatively small price 
of three and @ half cents per pound, 


From Ranching to Mixed Farming 

As gettlers began coming into the 
Knee Hill Vailey district, the land- 
scape bewan to take on a different 
aspect. Necessity demanded that the 
lurge herds be dispersed, and with the 
passing of the rancher came the 
mixed farmer. Although there were 
no longer large herds there were just 
as many cattle in the district, but they 
were more evenly distributed and each 
settler had a few. Mixed farming 
became the order of the day, and most 
farmers saw the necessity*of deciding 
Upon some definite eystem of farming. 


Annuals for Dry Areas 


The problem that Mr. Aitkin Wes 
up aginst was to find a system of 
farming that would suit the conditions 
of agriculture that exigted. First, it 
was necessary to choose a fotation. 
From his experience Mr. Aitkin says 
that “on high well drained land which 
would not appear to lend itself readily 
to perennials the rotation will have 


S to be made up of annuals, which atand 


dry weather well, and some of these 
may be substituted with winter an- 


Mnuals such as spring rye, which has 


proven to be well suited to the con- 
ditions existing by giving a profitable 
Wield of grain and hay, depending 
upon the time of cutting.” Mr, Ait- 
kin’s experience with fall rye ‘has 
gone to show that it makes excellent 
spring and fal) pasture, and if not 
pasitured to closely the previous year 
will give a good yield of grain as 
well, 


Manures Summeorfallow 

The rotation that Mr, Aitkin has 
found to ‘be the most satisfactory for 
high and well drained land is a four- 
year rotation consisting’ of, let, wheat; 
2nd, oats, and the third crop either 
barley or greén foed. In the fourth 
year the land {s summerfallowed and 
manured, if porsible, The most satis- 
factory returns from the manure were 
received when it was spread lightly 
over a large area, instead of spreading 
heavily on a small area and leaving 
the rest unmanured. If possible all 
the manure im hauled direct to tho

field from the etudle, ae it eaves much 
valuable time and also serves to con- 
serve much of the Mquid excreta

Hay on Low Lying Land 

On the low jying land hay is always 
included in the roiation, Mr, Aitkin 
haa tried dut three itinds of tame hay: 
Timothy, brame gras and western rye 
Grass. From his otvervations and ex- 
periencé with these three ea, he 
says ‘Timothy has given very indiffer- 
ent results, In seasons in whioh there 
was @ good supply of moisture, either 
from fate fali rains or early apring 
whowers, good cropa of timothy were 
obtained, but during the last few 
years which have been fairiy dty this 
orop haa failed completely. Western 
rye grass, [ believe, will give good ce- 
turns, being more drought resistant, 
and I have enough faith in it to sow 
quite @ large area this spring. Brome 
@rase does well, but under ordinary 
conditions {s hard to eradicate,

pure bred Shorthorn bulls on grade

HAVE LEARNED IN 1919 


Stockmen Have Been Taking Too Many Chances—In the Future 
Greater Attention Will Be Given to Water Supply and Feed 
—BStock Must Be Properly Cared For 


(By W. F. Stevens) 

The lessons of 1920 are many. Going 
{nto winter with only ¢eed enough for 
an average season may win more than 
one-half the time, but the inevitab'e 
finally happens and then follow 
losses. ‘‘We'll take a chance’ may 
sound sporty but it ie not safe busi- 
ness, and many bankers who have 
been taking chances on stockmen, 
who haye been taking chances 01 
their feed supply, will In the future 
be inclined to adopt the motto of 
“Safety First,” and only such stock- 
men as adopt the same motto will 
eet credit. 

All Taking Chances 


It ia true that many were unfortun- 
@te and experienced a crop fafluce 


They relied upon hay being brought} 


in, but found that it was either in- 
sufficient in supply or late in comlay 
and they lost on that account, Thes> 
are doserving sympathy rather than 
criticiam. Others had just built up a 
herd and did not want to dispose of 
it, so “took a chance.” The ambitfon 
to keep thelr herds intact was pratse- 
worthy, yet it proved poor business 
and therefore contains a lesson for 
future guidance, 


Good Water Supply Essential 


It is frequently stated that more 
animals are lost from not being pro- 


erly watered than from want of feed. 


hig will not hold good for 1920, but 
for the average season it does, and 
the losses from this cause, even in 
1920, if they were carefully traced 
would be found to constitute @ con- 
siderable per cent. of the total, The 
average stockman does not realiz4 
that the first stomach of a beef ani- 
mal resembles a large vat in which 
the food is thoroughly soaked and 
converted into a sort of pulp. It 18 
then belched back and chewed a s¢- 
cond time and when swallowed entess 
the maniples and from there into the 
digestive tract. Now unless the first 
stomach {p ijiberally supplied with 
water it is impossible for animals to 
belch the food hack. The food then 
ferments and forms gas Which causes 
bloating. This explains why cattle 
which are wintering around straw 
piles suffer from bloating just ti 
same as do those that are on a euc 
culent alfalfa or clover pasture, 'n 
order to prevent this, cattle should be 
Mberally satted; this prompts them (o 
drink freely and to keep the first 
stomach well supplied with water, f 
the water is reasonably warm and 
easy to get at there is littio danger of 
fosses but when cattle are required 


to stand out on a lake with the mer- 
cury several degrees, below sero and 
a high wind blowing and compelled to 
slake their thirst from a hole in the 
ice, many will return to shelter before 
their requirements are more than hait 
satisfied, and if that condition cou- 
tinues for any length of time losses 
are sure to follow. If the value of 
one-fourth of the animals lost from 
this caure each year were invested in 
developing @ proper water supply and 
where open running water is wan+- 
ing, in proper equipment for pump- 
ing, and tempering during cold wena- 


ther, the remaining three-fourths 
might be saved. The above applies 
with especial force to the extreme 


north. A peculiar trait of a great 
many etockmen and particularly of 
attendants on live stock is that they 
do not begrudge the time and labor 
that is necessary to supply grain or 
roughage but they are very negligen: 
about giving sufficient time or atten- 


tion to supplying water which is 
equally essential. 
Indigestion Another Cause, 
Another prolific cause of logs thie 


year is the fact that many permitte4 
their animals to become so weak that 
they were unable to properly digest 
and assimilate food after it had beon 
supplied them. The food, instead of 
‘supplying nourishment became the 
cause of an attack of indigestion, In- 
stances are known in which stockmen 
had laid in a eupply, in some cases of 
grain and others of cotton seed cak», 
but failed to use it in time. Thei: 
idea being to begin feeding this grain 
after the animals had become weal, 
but they found thet they nad become 
so weak that the grain when eupplie! 

roved to be an injury rather than a 

enefit. 

Must Change Mcthods 

The foregoing are some’ of the lea- 
s0nS to be learned ¢rom the last win- 
ter’s experience. The price pald his 
unfortunately been high but jf pro- 
perly made use of. may and doubtless 
will, in time tbe well worth ¢he price 
As one prominent stockman remarked 
the other day “If thia year's exper- 
fence leads to better methods and 
greater care the resuk will be worth 
the sacrifice.” One thing is certais, 
thet better methods must accompany 
development, if not as a result of 
observation, it will come as a resul’ 
of elimination because those who do 
not practice the wetter methods wil: 
be put out of business, and their 
Mlaces Will be taken by men Who 
know what to do and are willing to 
practice what they know.

Carefully conducted. experi- 
ments, by the department of field hus- 
bandry, University of Alberta, go to 
show that the date of seeding {s not 
the determining factor as to what the 
wheat crop will be, but depends on- 
tirely upon the conditions that prevail 
during the growing season, 

Wheat Matured in 05 Days. 

Here are some facts that throw a 
oonsiderable ight upon the problem. 
During the season of 1919 Marquis 
wheat was’ seeded on the University 
farm Apri] 19tr and matured August 
9th., a period of 112 days. The yield} 
was 29.14 bushels. In tho same year) 
under identically the same conditions | 
Marquis whéat was seeded May 27th.,; 
and matured and was harvested Sept. | 
lst. The yield from the latter was| 
27.04 bushels per acre, The rate of 
seeding of the two fields was the same, 
and the date of harvesting was the

Nearly all of our calves are born tn 
the fall and winter. From two days of 
age they are turned into a corral on 
fine days. Aas soon as spring comem 
they are turned out to pasture with 
the cows. Being pail-fed) they never 
oother eucking. If a sow 1s very hard 
to handle, we sometimes let the calf 
suck. But we always find that the pail. 
fed is ag good, if not better. than the 
sucking calf. They eat their grain and 
hay better, and are better rustlers, 
even if the auckling calves are kept 
out in all kinds of weather—which is 
not so here, 


The best calf we ever had—a fine, 
large-boned fellow—was fed exactly 
As soon as he wae 
put on skim milk he went all to noth- 
ing. We treated him for scours, for 
Indigestion and every other oalf all- 
ment imaginable, but all in vatn. Now, 
at eleven months old ,he fs no larger 
than a #ix monthe’ old calf of the samo 
type. But) during this winter, when 
he has praotically been starved, he bas 
started to pick up ,and Dad says wo 
may make eomething out of him yet.

For Young and Growing Pigs, a 


Buccession of Good Forage Crops 


and a Three-Fourths Grain Ration Is the Most Profitable 


The Department of Animal Husban- 
dry, University of Alptrta, have just 
completed an experiment in hog feed- 
‘n@ that is as complete and gives as 
muoh information on the subject as 
any similar experiment ever conduct- 
ed in Canada, One hundred and eighty 
five hogs were used to carry out this 
experiment, The ubject was to ascer- 
tain the proper amounts of grain mix- 
ture of a given proportion to feed hoga 
to oblain the greatest profits, and the 
value of summer pastures. 

Meavy or Light Feeding? 

Swine producers have always d'frer- 
ed widciy in thelr methods of sum- 
mer feeding pigs. Some advocate a 
very scanty grain feed along with a 
suitable forage; others a more jiberal 
vllowance; and still others are atalinch 
believers in the wself-feeder or free: 
choice system, As one would 
Pigs fed to capacity on grain will eat 
but little pasture and @o make their 
jgaing dargely on ¢he concentrates, 
while pigs on pasture and a light 
feed of grain 
use of the forage crops. What the 
swine grower wants to know then is, 
“With feeds at presont prices, will it 
be advisable this summer to féed very 
little grain to pigs on pasture; would 
you recommend a fairly Mberal allow: 
ance; or would it be even more pro’ 
fitable to self-feed? How does dry lot 
feeding compare with pasture feeding 
for pigs on heavy and iight rations?” 

With a view to securing some defi- 
nito informuton on such questions 
summer feeding experiments have 
been carried on by the Department ot 
Animal Husbandry, University of Al- 
berta for the last two year’. During 
the summer of 1918, but 2& piga were 
avallable for thia purpose.

| Were made at greater expense. HMow- 
ever, the cost per pound gain la not 
the only factor to consider in figur- 
{nw profit of loss. In fact, when oar- 
ried to the extreme, as was done in 
| some cases, the cheap gains were the 
least profitable, for reasons of the 
low average daily gains in those lots. 

Oat-Rape Pasture Superior. 

Conaldering the suminer feeding 
,perlod only, the pigs on oat-rape 
ture made the greatest dally gains, 
and hence more profit than the 
straight oat-rye pasture combination. 
Tho light @rain fed pigs on oat pas- 
ture did better than on oat-rye a- 
ture, but in the case of the full-fed 
and’ eelf-fed hogs, the opposite was 
true, 

Hard Foeding Most Profitable 

The general conclusions that the 
Department of Animal Musbandry 
have arrived at as a result of this ex- 
periment are that leaving out of ac- 
count the labor cost, interest and risk, 
the hogs receiving threofourths of a 
full feed of grain on pasture, return- 
jed @ greater profit over feed than 
the hogs that were recolving a full 
feed twice daily, and that the latter 
Were more profitable than those hogs 
fed with the self feeder and recelvyed 
all the feed that they would eat.
